Des Moines, lowa, June 5.—The 
bitterest senatorial campaign in 
lowa for many years came to a 
close tonight. 

Monday the voters will give their 
decision in a contest involving re- 
turn of Senator Albert B. Cummins 
to the United States Senate, which 
bas commanded a measure of na- 
tional attention equal to _ that 
aroused by the recent primaries in 
Tlinois, Indiana and Pennsylvania. 

Not only does the struggle in- 
volve continuation of the veteran 
Senator Cummins in the Senate, but 
its outcome will be looked on the 
country over as a test the 
strength of the Coolidge adminis- 
tration in the State. Senator Cum- 
mins has the backing of the Re- 
publican organization, State: and 
national, and support of the ad- 
ministration. Should he go down 
to defeat, it will be widely accept- 
ed as a blow at the administration 
and the Republican organization as 
now constituted. Large questions of 
legislative and governmental poli- 
cy, including agricultural relief, 
and railroad legislation and admin- 
istration are also more or less in- 
timately involved in Monday’s ex- 
pression of Iowa sentiment. 

Senator Cummins’ leading op- 
ponent is former Senator Smith W. 
Brovkhart, insurgent Republican, 
who was unseated from the Senate 
in April following: a long contest 
with Danie) F. Steck, his Demo- 
cratic opponent, in 1924. Another 
candidate for the senatorial nomi- 
nation is Howard J. Clark, of Des 
Moines, one of the leading attor- 
neys of the State, who is running 
on a platform intended to appeal to 
the progressive Republican ele- 
ments and the farmers, as well as 
labor. 


Fourth Candidate Is Wet. 


The contest is still further com- 
plicated by the fact that a fourth 
candidate, Daniel Reardon of 
Council Bluffs, is running for the 
Republican nomination on a wet 
platform. Inasmuch as there is 
much wet or modification senti- 
ment in the State, especially in the 
counties along the Missouri and the 
Mississippi, there is keen interest 
here in the question as to what ex- 
tent it will take the form of votes 
for Reardon. The general impres- 
sion, bowever, is that Mr. Reardon 
and his platform will to a large ex- 
tent be lost sight of in the rancor 
and intensity of the fight to defeat 
Senator Cummins. 

Though of less interest in a na- 
tional sense, there is the utmost 
interest in the State, second only 
to that felt in the Republican sena- 
torial race, in the Democratic sena- 
torial nominatoin. The reason for 
this is that the Democrats hope to 
capitalize the strife in the Repub- 
lican ranks by electing another 
Democratic senator. With one Dem- 
ocrat, Senator Steck, already in the 
Senate, Democratic leaders foresee 
the extraordinary possibility of soon 
having two Democratic senators 
from this traditionally rock-ribbed 
Republican State. 

Outcome of the primaries Mon- 
day, according to the most impar- 
tial observers, is in much doubt. 
It is generally conceded the victor 
in the Republican contest | will 
either be Senator Cummins or Col. 
Brookhart. Mr. Clark is expected to 
run third, although the indications 
are he will receive a larger vote 
than he was expected to get when 
the campaign opened. Marked un- 
certainty and difference of opinion 
prevail] as to the extent of the Clark 
vote and also as to whether the 
greater part of the Clark support 
will be drawn from Cummins or 
Brookhart. Difficulty of gauging 
the scope and nature of the Clark 
vote is one of the chief reasons for 
the uncertainty as to Monday’s re- 
suit. Cummins headquarters to- 
night is claiming his nomination by 
50,000. At Brookhart headquar- 
ters no figures are given, but cer- 
tainty of victory is proclaimed.

P.).—James J. Fee and Thomas 
Kelly, Philadelphia youths, took 490 
lashes each from a cat-o’-nine tails 
on their bare backs in Newcastle 
county workhouse today with little 
show of feeling except fright and 
discomfiture at the public chastise- 
ment. The whipping took place in 
the workhouse yard before one of 
the largest crowds that has wit- 
nessed such a spectacle in years. 
Fee and Kelly recently were con- 
victed of highway robbery and are 
serving 15-year prison terms. Their 
whipping sentence was the maxi- 
mum. 
A newspaper photographer, who 
said he was Samuel Shulman, em- 
ployed by the International News 
Reel of Brooklyn, scaled the wall 
with a rope after he had been eject- 
ed from the yard. He was discov- 
ered on top of the wall and pulled 
down by guards several minutes 
after the whipping was over. Haled 
befored a magistrate, he was fined 
$5 and costs for trespassing. War- 
den Leach, before the whipping, had 
warned that no pictures were to be 
taken. 

Fee went to the post first, with a 
cigarette in his mouth, which he 
discarded nervously as he took his 
place with back bare and arms out- 
stretched. Kelly followed him. 
Warden Leach applied the lash with 
a guard tolling off the blows. The 
bare backs were reddened and the 
shoulders twitched a bit as the lash- 
es multiplied. The skin was not 
broken, and the warden said be 


purposely avoided laying the blows 
on hard enough to do so. 

Whippings in Delaware are not 
unusual, being provided, and near- 
ly always imposed, for a dozen 
crimes. 


TURKEY AND BRITAIN 
END MOSUL DISPUTE 


Pact Is Signed Giving Angora 
10 Per Cent of Revenue 
From Oil Fields.

LEGTOLATION IN SENATE 


Announcement Spurs Sup- 
porters of Agricultural Re- 
lief Into Activity. 


Ss FINED} HARRISON TRIES FOR COUP

Forces supporting agricultural 
relief measures took a new lease 
on life yesterday, when it was an- 
nounced that Vice President Dawes 
had taken economic direction of 
farm legislation. 

The announcement was made by 
Senator Watson (Republican), In- 
diana, after he had attended a con- 
ference of farm leaders in and out 
of Congress and at which the Vice 
President was present. The pur- 
pose was to agree upon a farm re- 
lief measure which it was believed 
the President would sign. 

Those attending the conference 
indorsed the McNary equalization 
fee measure now pending before 
the Senate, with several modifica- 
tions. They favored reducing the 
revolving fund from $250,000,000 
to $175,000,000, of which $75,- 
000,000 would be used for the dis- 
posal of surplus cotton. 

Another amendment agreed upon 
would authorize the immediate op- 
eration of the equalization fee pro- 
vision on all of the five basic farm 
commodities: Wheat, cattle, swine, 
cotton and corn. But the actual 
operation of the fee would be left 
in the hands of the produders of 
any of the commodities, who would 
determine by a referendum when 
they wished it to become effective. 

The bill in its original form pro- 
vides that the fee would not oper-

Tangier, June 5.—The United 
States, England and Italy, as well 
as France and Spain, are becoming 
involved in a ticklish international 
problem through the fall of Abd-el-

Classed as Protection or 
War Defense. 


ABSURD, IS VEILED 
OFFICIAL OPINION 


Sun and Moon Are Neutral 
Forces to Friend and 
Foe Alike. 


“Might as well say the universe 
constitutes armament,” was the 
comment of army officers yester- 
day, discussing the singular decla- 
ration of the Dutch delegation’s ex- 


perts to the preliminary disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva, that 
pigs, fogs and wind are armaments. 

While the sincerity of the Dutch 
position is not questioned by staff 
officers of the American army, they 
cannot close their eyes to its ab- 
surdity. There are some who ex- 
press the opinion that the Dutch 
maneuver is but a skirmish of a 
general campaign on the part of 
foreign powers to show that the 
United States is potentially the 
strongest nation in the world. 

The fact is that considering the 
rapidity with which modern war- 
fare must be prosecuted; the small 
armed force in this country, its lack 
of compulsory military training, its 
present lack of ability to organize 
its resources, it is comparatively the 
weakest, they pointed out. 

Admitting the permissibility of 
Dutch conception of pigs as a po- 


| tential resource just the same as 
| any other livestock, they show 
Pron i wind and fog could be re- 


garded with sun, moon, stars, snow, 
ice and water as friend or foe to 
either warring faction. 


Serve Two Purposes. 


“To be sure, fog might be re- 
garded as an armament of the na- 


‘tion whose plan of attack it might 
conceal in a certain sector,’’ said 
one. ,‘But that same fog could 
serve the same purpose for the ene- 
my or it might cover a retreat of 
one side or the other. The ob- 


jection might just as well be ex- 
| tended to resources for chemicals 
| which create an artificial covering 
|against enemy observation. 

| “The wind which the Dutch re- 
| gard as an armament, is but an un- 
certain ally, as any musketry or 
chemical warfare service office 
would tell you. It changes the 
course of the bullet as well as the 
cloud gas attack; the Germans first 
| learning the last-named fact to 
_ their sorrow in the world war, when 
| they suffered casualties from their 
‘own gas concentration blown back 
on their troops by shifting winds. 

| “The sun is more dependably 
ineutral. It can inflict discomfort 
on both sides. It can render a 
neighborhood unfit for the long 
residence of certain kinds of battle 
gas, but it can revaporize the ‘mus- 
tard gas’ into a serious effective- 
ness in a locality that cloudiness 
and cooler weather is thought to 
have cleared.

‘The War Department's opinion 
as to what constitutes common- 
sense reduction of armaments has 
never been announced,’’ said a staff 
Officer. ‘‘It is an open secret, how- 
ever, that the department believes

TREATMENT OF PRISONERS. 

Recent comment upon the release of 
criminals on parole has had a tendency to 
This, 
it seems to us, is a mistake. The parole 
system should not be abolished merely 


| because it is sometimes misused. When 
_administered with judgment the parole 
system is of benefit both to society and 


to the convict. 

The theory that all criminals are ene- 
mies of society and that society is in 
duty bound to wreak vengeance upon 
them, without mercy, has been disproved 
so often that it is now universally ac- 
knowledged that “prison reform” is a 
necéssity. In nothing has society been 
so backward as in its dealing with first 
offenders in crime. Psychology, medi- 
cine, law and sociology have,made great 
strides, but all of these combined have 
failed to evolve an acceptable plan for 
rehabilitating. individuals who are not 
habitual criminals and who, if they could, 
would become useful and law-abiding. 

The parole system gives some hope to 
these individuals. They are placed on 
honor, and to their credit it may be 
shown that they usually make good. By 
releasing them, under surveillance, they 
are enabled to make a living and eventu- 
ally to remove the stigma that attaches 
to one who has been behind the bars. 
If kept in prison, without hope and with- 
out a sign of society’s willingness to give 
them a chance to make good, prisoners 
lose heart and become so embittered that 
they finally imagine that society is their 


| enemy; and then, in mingled desperation 
_and resentment, they make crime their 
headed by Prof. Edwin W. Kemmerer, of | 


business. Upon their release they find 
all doors closed to them, and it is not 
surprising that they regard this fact as 
proof that society is actually their enemy. 

The conduct of prisons is usually a 
strong factor in the making of habitual 
criminals. First offenders are not only 
thrown into contact with hardened crim- 


harshness that seems to hammer into 
their brains the message, “You are de- 
spised and hated, and society will not 
only punish you, but it will never give 
you a chance to reform. Do not hope 
any more.” 

Sometimes this state of affairs horri- 
fies society, and well-meaning individuals 
thereupon rush to extremes by ‘“‘cod- 
dling” prisoners, providing them with 
luxuries, movies, lectures, frequent out- 
ings, and soon.

SAVING WASTE PRODUCTS. 

The saving of waste products in many 
industries has frequently changed loss 
into profit. This is particularly true in 
the plants of the packers of Chicago, 
Omaha, Fort Worth and other cities 
where the slaughter of animals is con- 
ducted on an enormous scale. The mod- 
ern packer is a chemist, a tanner, a soap- 
maker, a manufacturer of glue and of half 
a hundred other products, not forgetting 
margarin and sandpaper. 

It was the hint of a bright stenogra- 
pher employed by a maker of chewing 
gum that multiplied the production of 
pepsin a thousandfold. She suggested 
that a fraction of a grain of pepsin in- 
corporated into a “stick of gum” might 
make it valuable as an aid to digestion. 
The idea took, and the demand for pepsin 
which followed caused the packer to ex- 
tract every ounce of gastric juice from 
the stomachs of all the hogs passing 
through the slaughter pens. Ninety-five 
per cent of that “raw material’’ of pepsin 
formerly went to waste. Incidentally the 
price fell to a lower rate per pound than 
was formerly obtained for an ounce. 

In the manufacture of sheet glue it was 
found that a considerable quantity was 


left in the form of liquid, which would | 


not solidify. There was not a sufficient 
inarket for this liquid glue, but a use was 
found for it in the manufacture of sand- 
raper. Then followed emery paper. Later 
the call for a higher abrasive became per- 
sistent and the packer tried ground gar- 
nets. To supply his needs of this semi- 
precious stone he bought a garnet deposit 
and became a miner. Next he was handi- 
capped through inability to obtain potash 
for the making of fertilizers. He started 
a great factory on the Pacific coast and 
began the harvesting of kelp from the

Pyorrhea may often be the ex- 
pression of a general constitutional 
idisorder. More of the vitamine- 
/contaibing foods in the diet-——espe- 
igfally the fraits and vegetables 
‘will frequently prevent 
‘tion. 

Traumatic occlusion is another 
cause. This is a condition where 
‘the opposing teeth don’t meet and 
hit properly when cooperating in 
the chewing of food so that certain 
teeth have to bear an extra strain. 
Crooked or missing teeth, uneven 
,teeth or irregular positions of the 
| teeth, tartar deposits and poor den- 
‘tal work are other cauees. 

Often pyorrhea is the result of 
(some injury such as one resulting 
|from the packing of food between 
| the teeth, the use of toothpicks and 
so forth. The lack of proper mouth 
ihygiene is a frequent cause. 

Proper brushing of the teeth is 
stressed by dentists who are giving 


- | the treatment of pyorrhea consider- 


able attention—-hence the sensible 
way to prevent pyorrhea is to fol- 
‘low their advice before pyorrhea 
| begins.

Just how many trees there are in 
Washington parks it is impossible 
to tell. Some one has placed the 
number at 500,000, and consider- 
ing the multitude to be found in 
Rock Creek park, the guess is per- 
haps as good as any. The truth is, 
nobody knows. But if juggling will 
give a clearer portrait of the num- 
ber, it is safe to say that they 
,would form a single line properly 
spaced from New York to Los An- 
geles. There is perhaps a tree in 
Washington for every person. 

The number of kinds is also 
largely a conjecture. The total may 
reach 2,000 varieties, it is said. An 
accurate determination is a _ task 
which nobody has attempted. 


Store of Nature Here. 


Any adequate treatment of local 
trees according to individual vari- 
eties would exhaust the best efforts 
of scientists whose work in the 
peautification of the city has been 
life-long. The best that can be 
done in a brief mention is to en- 
deavor to excite an interest in the 
boundless store of nature which is 
to be found here, 

The statement that Washington 
is made by its trees sinks into a 
deeper .meaning than can pertain 
to mere external beauty.

Near the Millet and Butt monu- 
ments just back of the White 
House grounds, stands three large- 
leaved magnolias that seem to be 
strangers in the company of trees 
which surround them. They are 
southerners, and with their arms 
interlocked, they gaze silently upon 
the metropolitan assembly of ‘‘am- 
bassadors of mighty woods” which 
throng the White House grounds. 
They are said to be the only trees 
of their kind in the city. The 
leaves are unusually large, some- 
times measuring 20 inches in 
length. The large buds, which in 
the flower state drop their petals 
in the waters of southern creeks, 
are now rounding into plumpness, 
and relieve the leaves with a just 
symmetry.

The bill establishing an arbore- 
tum here recently passed by Con- 
gress and signed by the President, 
| fulfills a long deferred hope of tree 
lovers, and those in charge of the 
local scheme of development. The 
arboretum will place Washington 
still further ahead in the superior- 
ity of its trees. 

Congress must be depended upon 
for appropriations for the exten- 
sion, care, and replacement of the 
trees of both the parks and streets, 
and although Congress has been 
more liberal with this phase of the 
city’s development than many 
others, Washington is by no means 
first in appropriations as it 1s first 
in trees. With more money, a 
great deal more could be done, it 
is said. However, officials in 
charge are inclined to make the 
most of what they have. Consid- 
ering the fact that trees are only 
an ornament, according to Mr. Lan- 
ham, Congress has been liberal.

In the White House grounds 
there are a great many trees 
planted by Presidents, including one 
planted by John Quincy Adams.

The sloping panel of nonwarping 
wood is another pleasing departure 
from practice, which this. progres- 
sive concern has adopted.

I selected my patterns first, then 
chose the materials for each and 
any trimming that will be necessary 
as well as findings. Then two 
dresses are cut out at a time and 
made simultaneously. This is very 
simple to do when one has the elec- 
tric sewing machine. Without it I 
would hardly dare undertake such a 
sewing job. But with it the sewing 
becomes play. for all my attention 
is given to the sewing instead of 
propelling. The electric iron sim- 
plifies the sewing when one presses 
the seam and hems as quickly as 
they are sewn.

Millions of household Mazda 
‘lamps are manufactured and used 
in the United States every year. 
Hach one is equipped with a uni- 
form, ‘simple socket, a design 
evolved from the tin screw cover of 
the kerosene can. 

In 1880, before the first electri- 
cal central station had started, 
Thomas Edison was experimenting 
with the earliest forms of the in- 
candescent lamp.

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Captain Arthur, Trusted Friend of the Rich Indian 
Potentate, Reveals for the First Time the Amazing 
Details of the Plot That Cost the Rajah Nearly 
a Million Dollars and Imperiled His Chance of

Late of the British Army and Long the Trusted 
Friend and Adviser of Sir Hari Singh. 


CHAPTER I 


HE way events shape themselves 
Tt to change the course of a person’s 

life is a mysterious thing. Some 
call it luck, good or bad; some call it 
fate, relentless and inevitable, the in- 
exorable Kismet of the East. Which 
of these was it, I wonder, accident or 
irresistible destiny, that brought the 
young Prince of Kashmir, Gen. Sir Hari 
Singh, half way around the world to be 
a guest of honor at London’s famous 
victory ball and there to become en- 
meshed in the craftily spun web that 
lost him a fortune and almost cost him 
the throne on which he now sits? 


At that never-to-be-forgotten cele- 
bration of Armistice day I was an 
Oriental rajah for a night and Sir Hari 
Singh a silk frilled and furbelowed 
dandy of the court of Louis XV. It 
was a night of revelry wild, care free 
and unrestrained. The floor of the 
great Albert hall and every box was 
filled with laughing, flirting, drinking 
merrymakers, most of them dressed in 
“harming or fantastic but always color- 
ful costumes. There were entrancingly 
»eautiful women by the hundred, titled 
personages from a dozen lands. It was 
a scene of brilliance seldom paralleled, 
the perfect setting for romance—or for 
tragedy. 

As was soon to be so grimly proved 
Sir Hari Singh was not the only victim 
tragedy was stalking while the gayety 
of the victory ball grew wilder and 
wilder. There was Billie Carteton, the 
American actress, one of the most ad- 
mired of all the beauties who thronged 
Albert hall that night. It seemed in- 
credible that death should be setting 
its mark on such a charming specimien 
of young womanhood, so sparkling in 
her vivacity, so brimming over with 
exuberant vitality and the joy of being 
alive. But before the victory ball had 
been over many hours poor Billie Carle- 
ton was dead—dead from her addiction 
to the drug habit. 


The gayety of that night, however, 
was too infectious to fill anybody with 
thoughts of tragedy and least of all the 
merry party that surrounded Sir Hari 
in his box. But I think the rajah, 
steeped as he is in Oriental supersti- 
tion, might have had some gloomy fore- 
bodings if he had known the history of 
the box in which we sat. As I later 
learned, it was in this self-same box 
that Mrs. Atherton, the noted London 
society beauty, made her last public ap- 
pearance before her sensational suicide. 

If Sir Hari Singh had known this I 
doubt if he would have stepped inside 
the sumptuous enclosure, gay with the 
royal colors of Kashmir and Jammu. 
In spite of all his education and his 
familiarity with the ways of the west- 
ern world, he placed an amazing re- 
liance in the advice of astrologers and 
soothsayers and in portents of every 
description. Atop an ancient, bastion- 
ed tower in the vale of Kashmir, an 
aszed .seer, bent and shriveled like a 
wrinkled old piece of parchment, was 
continually watching the moveménts of 
the stars and marking down in strange 
characters the auguries that indicated 
«mpending danger or good fortune for 
his royal master and would guide him 
safely on his journeys through strange 
lands. 


But on this occasion the faithful old 
astrologer or the stars themselves seem 
to have failed Sir Hari. No warning 
whatever came of the beauty-baited 
trap that was to be set for the rajah at

his failure to read the prediction of this 
in the star-flecked heavens. 

Without Sir Hari and his friends 
having the least suspicion of what was 
happening the moment arrived for the 
setting of the trap. It came when out 
of the throng that surged past the royal 
box there stepped a dainty little woman 
dressed to represent—of all things—a 
grasshopper! With her star-bright 
eyes shining from a flushed, rather girl- 
ish face and her shapely figure, she 
made an attractive picture in her snugly 
fitting costume, all green and gold and 
brown. 

Now there was nothing to have ex- 
cited suspicion in her coming as she did 
to pay her respects to the Indian prince. 
He was the outstanding “lion” of the 
ball, the man everybody was anxious to 
get at least a glimpse of. During the 
evening scores of other beauties had 
stopped to exchange gay greetings with 
Sir Hari, to sip a glass of his wine and 
nibble the dainty viands he proffered 
them—and then to dance away to new 
adventures. 

But the bewitching little grasshopper 
lady didn’t dance away as the others 
had done. In the flash of her eyes and 
the coquetry of her smile the rajah 
seemed to find something that held him 
fascinated. Before I any of the 
others in: his personal suite realized 
just what was happening the grass- 
hopper lady was ensconced with a 
woman friend in a corner of the royal 
box, and Sir Hari was giving her his 
undivided attention. 

“May I call you, Harry?” she asked, 
smiling down into his dusky face. 

“Yes,” said the Rajah, “if I may cail 
you—er, what is your name anyway ?” 

“Maudie,” said she with a laugh of 
soft enticement. 

‘“‘A very musical name,” was his reply. 

“Ah, sing it, Harry! Sing, Hari 
Singh,”’ she laughed merrily. 

So began the relationship that was to 
prove so tremendously expensive to Sir 
Hari Singh and to menace the security 
of the British empire. The grasshopper 
lady who was matching smiles and wits 
with the immensely wealthy prince 
whom England had decided it wanted 
to see become ruler of the swarming 
millions of far off Jammu and Kashmir 
was Mrs. Maudie Robinson. Her youth- 
ful beauty was the bait the blackmailers 
had selected for the trap into which they 
hoped to lure the Rajah. Since her 
separation from her husband, a race- 
track bookmaker, she had been making 
her living by marketing an ointment, 
made from the bodies of grasshoppers. 
It was this business venture of hers 
which inspired the rather extraordinary 
costume she wore at the ball. 


As every newspaper reader knows, 
the blackmailers, eventually quarreled 
over the division of the $750,000 they 
obtained from Sir Hari and the whole 
matter reached the courts. Many per- 
sons who read the account of the trial 
must have felt that the Indian poten- 
tate whom the British authorities tried 
to conceal under the silly alias of ‘Mr. 
A” was the most gullible of fools. Doubt- 
less they can not understand how any 
man in his senses could become the vic- 
tim of such a crude swindle and un- 
questioningly hand over a fortune of 
$750,000 to the supposedly outraged 
husband of Mrs, Robinson. 

Those who know Sir Hari, however, 
and the India from which he comes un- 
derstand perfectly well why he did just 
as he did.

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A new chemical warfare is ravaging the 
bodies of millions of Americans, threatening 


the general health of the nation. Millions of 
Americans are daily poisoning themselves by 
drinking the deadly chemical concoctions de-

Government officials estimated that 600.- 
000,000 gallons of industrial alcohol de-

As much again probably is being made 
“from the ground up’’—that is, by distilla- 
tion. About $40,000,000 worth, the 
Department of Commerce estimates, is being 
smuggled across our 17,500 miles of border 
line. All of this latter, except an occasiona! 
bottle. is made synthetically in Canada or on 
Rum-Row ships, or, if genuine, is diluted— 
‘“eut’’—before it is put on the market. — 

The result is that government chemists in 


22 division laboratories in as many parts of 
the country, engaged continuously with noth- 
ing except the analysis of seized liquor,. have 
found that among 190 specimens of hooch 
from 92 to 100 not only are not up to the 
old-time standard of whisky, but are actually 
on. 

— ee ebe words, wherever you drink in the 
United States these days your chances of ob- 
taining “real stuff’ are never better than 
eight in a hundred! 

Our public hospitals, private sanitariums 
and doctors every day are treating men and 
women prostrated or blinded by wood alcohol, 
or suffering from the cumulative effect of 
small quantities used over a period of time. 
Among other poisons found in modern 
‘‘hooch” there is amyl alcohol—- seven kinds 
——any of them five times more poisonous than 
ethyl or grain alcohol. But the most popular 
nowadays is commonly known as fusel oil. 

Fuse! oil is formed in fermentation. Un- 
less you know more about chemistry than 
chemists, and more about quantity produc- 


tion of liquors than distillers. the only way 
you can rid new liquor of fusel oil is to age it. 
as long as twenty years, in charred barrels. 


And our modern hooch isn't aged. It ism’t 
made in distilleries under government super. 
vision. It isn't, except in rare instances, made 
under the direction of chemists. It ts made 
mostly by ignorant. irresponsible people from 
ensilage fermented for cattle; from solidified 
fuel alcohol; from derivatives of soap con. 
nived In a city factory. It ie made in swamps 
and mountain fastnesses where stagnant 
water is used in the mash and where the mash 
is exposed to bacteria. 

Lye has been used to hasten fermentation, 
permanganate of potash, a deadly poison, has 
been used to “age” the product. 
used to give ita “bead.” It ts made in dingy 
cellars, tenements. attics. garages, homes. tn 
laundry and bath tube. in stills devised from 
auto parts and other old metal. And the re 
sults are known from hospitals and sanitari 
ums, from doctors, from insurance company 
reports and from other authoritative source:

FOR COTTON 


It's a great day for cotton in the land of 
cotton. Printed calicoes will go from North 
to South, but they will not be a novelty in 
that land. Even the negroes once bought all 
they needed at 5 cents a yard. We speak of 
these colorful cottons as ‘‘English prints’’ be- 
cause we are yet undecided about alluring 
the public into buying anything that has not 
a foreign label or a foreign source. 

Such cottons are made up into street 
frocks, not into the ruffled skirts and slim 
bodices of other days. Some bear such ex- 
traordinary designs that they appear like 
pieces of stage costumery. Of such workman- 
ship are the Egyptian and Persian patterned 
cottons. Genuine calicoes came from Calicut, 
India, with a design that was small and sharp- 
ly outlined. The English looms were the first 
to imitate these Indian cottons and English 
immigrants brought the machinery and the 
pattern with them when they settled in Vir- 


ginia. The simple patterns are in danger of 
annihilation by the complicated and pictorial 
ones. 

If a woman owns a tablecloth printed with 
oriental figures of men and flowers she can 
turn it into a gown if she is willing to forego 
its possession as a piece of interior decora- 
tion. It is the fabric of the moment, no mat- 
ter where it is used. Its possession is envied. 

There are other printed cottons going 
South which show fat red apples, yellow and 
pink peaches, spiked green leaves. These are 
the French interpretation of calico. They are 
quite successful. Turiey red calico with its 
white figures is not offered, but red and white 
gingham takes its place. However, there is 
no sharp leaning toward bright red this 
season. The oriental colorings, especially 
those of Egypt and India, influence us, which 
means that we do not choose primitive colors,

Is Your Cellar Attractive ? 


By CLIFFORD C, WENDEHACK., 

The cellar is usually viewed as a bad debt, 
a necessary evil required to hold up the bal- 
ance of the house, which unavoidably collects 
dire and unpleasantly needs cleaning every 80 
often. This usually becomes an obnoxious 
duty devolving on some member of the fam- 
ily, or, as sometimes happens, it is, perhaps, 
left to the doubtful care of the man of all 
work about the place. 

Why not do away with this loss and dirty 
nuisance? A little thought and careful plan- 
ning will give every home a hundred per cent 
value for the money invested and obtain a 
dry, cheerful place for some useful pastime 
or hobby. There undoubtedly is a definite 
need for an extra room or two in every home 
which is built today, because the cost of buifld- 
ing {s becoming so high that our finances do 
not permit of a house larger than is abso- 
lutely necessary. A room thus recovered from 
the cellar can be used as the children's Diay- 
room or as # study or workshop for father 
or for a radio room or even a sewing room, 
Rvery family with its individual life has ob- 
viously at some time or other felt the need of 
just such additional space. 

However, there is one thing that must be 
considered from a practical standpoint before 
any of this is possible: that is how to obtain 
a dry and airy cellar, Without the assurance

that our cellar floors and walls will be dry at 
all seasons of the year it would be dangerous 
to one’s health to try to utilize the space for 
any purpose whatsoever. But whatever the 
condition of drainage soil may be, it can be 
taken care of and guarded against several 
different ways. 


There are many inexpensive ways of mak- 
ing a room in the cellar attractive. Floor 
beams under the first floor may be left ex- 
posed and decorated at very little cost, giving 
the effect of a beamed ceiling. This decoration 
can be done -with cold-water paint, which 
would take very well on the rough wood sur- 
faces. The space between the beams can be 
done in a neutral blue and the beams picked 
out in deep orange. The side walls might 
also be treated in a similar manner, and two 
heavy coats of water paint in straw or buff 
color would give the effect of light and sun- 
shine, | 

The fireplace may be treated very simply; 
built of common brick, perhaps, and subdued 
with a coat of linseed oil, which would have 
the tendency to soften and bring out the deep- 
er colors of the brick. : 

A great deal of interest can be added to the 
room by the lighting fixtures; these can be of 
some simple wrought-iron design treated as 
candles on the wall.—From The Delineator

Prohibition Graft Exposed 


catia 


Graft conditions among Federal prohibition 
officers are exposed in an interview with 
former Agent Charles L. Carslake obtained 
by Ernest W. Mandeville for the Outlook 
Magazine. 

Mr. Carslake served for three years in the 
New Jersey division of the Federal prohibition 
unit. His story, told in detail in the Outloo} 
of June 2, paints a black picture for the gen- 
eral honesty and efficiency of the enforcers of 
the dry law. That the “higher-ups’’ in en- 
forcement fix it so an honest and energetic 
prohibition agent is not allowed to do his duty 
is one of Mr. Carslake’s charges. 

Mr. Carslake states that it is the ‘usual 
thing’ for enforcement officers to accept 
bribes. Large amounts are dangled before 
the agent’s eyes for the price of silence, says 
Mr. Carslake. “After I had made a reputa- 
tion of spotting and knocking down booze 
trucks I was offered $1,000 a week by the 
bootleggers if 1 would not interfere with their 
business. They also guaranteed to furnish 
me two trucks a week which I could seize so 
as to keep my record clean with the Federal 

authorities. From others I Rave been offered 
the lump sum of $10,000 cash to let their 
trucks ride. 


“A representative of another gang offered 
me $500 a week while I was standing in a 
district attorney's office. It is nothing at all 
to be offered $1,000 by the driver of a single 
truck captured. Even in raiding little wash- 
-bofler st{lls in some old shack on a side of a 
hill it is customary to be offered from $250 to 
$300 to say nothing.” 

Mr. Carslake claims that because he did 
hig duty—made a strenuous effort to enforce 
the law——and refused to be bribed he was 
“eased out of the service.’ 

“Decent people don’t realize what a gov- 
_ermmeént officer who does his level best is up 
egainst,”” continues Mr. Carslake. ‘We act 
@s a bumper between decent folks and the 
underworld, and the underworld seems to 
have all the best of it as far as crack legal and 
-fAnancial assistance is concerned. The people 
don't back us up.” f 
_ Mr. Carslake claims that men ente che pro- 
= petice service penniless and soon begin to 
buy expensive automobiles and yal estate. 
“Of course you find some eplend) men,’’ he 
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says, “but in the main they are in the service 
to get as much out of it as they can. Some 
of them would steal anything from liquor to 
jewelry in making raids.”’ 

“Do you mean to say that a prohibition 
agent who wishes to-enforce the law is ham- 
pered in his efforts?’’ asked Mr. Mandeville. 
the interviewer. 

“Of course, he is,’’ answered Mr. Carslake 
“If you tread on the toes of men higher up 
or their friends, you are immediately called 
off. . . . Whenever I would get particu- 
larly active in knocking off a few of the 890 or 
90 beer trucks that pass over a certain road 
each night, I would. get a telegram ordering 
me to some other part of the State. About 
half my time was spent upon the trains, going 
from point to point, for no particular season 
that I could figure out except to keep me out 
of the way. Upon one occasion I was taken 
off the road, where I had been making a great 
many seizures, and placed on warehouse duty 
for five days. Every bootlegger in the State 
knew it, and when I happened to make an ar- 
rest while off duty the rumrunner said: ‘I 
thought you were in the warehouse. What 
are you doing out here?’ 

“Local police usually can’t do anything 
about prohibition yiolations, even if they want 
to,”’ said Mr. Carslake. “If they try to make 
unwanted arrests, they only cut off their own 
heads. People higher up won’t stand for en- 
forcement.”’ 


Mr. Mandeville concludes: ‘‘The important 
point to note is that an agent cau pile up a 
considerable fortune before he is caught, and 
then he is not prosecuted, but simply asked to 
resign. High officers of the prohibition unit 
have stated that the government policy is not 
to bring any proceedings against a grafting 
agent or to have any publicity about it, but 
simply to require his leaving the service. 
Many of the ex-agents then make use of their 
experience by entering the bootlegging busi- 
ness themselves.”

With outstretched hand, St. Francis is rep 
resented as saying, “‘Oh, youth, prithee, give 
ihem to me, lest birds so gentle and chaste, 
that humble, faithful souls are compared to 
hem in the Scriptures, fall into the hands 
of evil men who would kill them.” 

Little wonder that admirers and student: 
of our feathered songsters* pay tribute to 
this humble friar. He was the first bird con, 
servationist. 

In the early days of the thirteenth ‘cen 
tury he implored the emperor of Rome, ‘‘For 
the love of God to make a special law that 
no man should take or kill the birds and 
that it should be holden every year on 
Christmas day for each household to prepare 
«u feast for the birds.”’ , 

The Yatter petition was obtained. From 
that day to this all over Europe, the plac 
ing of a sheaf of grain in the dooryard for 
the birds is equally a rite with the singing 
of matins or the lighting of the Yule log. 

His plea to save the birds from capture and 
death fared differently. He was 700 years 
aliead of his time. Not until the economic 
value of birds was established by scientists 
within the past quarter of a century has it 
been possible to move legislators to aid in 
the protection of ‘“‘the fowls of the air.” 

Born in Umbria, Italy, of wealthy and in- 
fluential parents, he. was the leader of a 
say band of troubadours until his later 
twenties, when he experienced a St. Paul- 
like conversion. He renounced the world and 
took the vows of poverty. Franciscan monas- 
teries the world over attest to his following. 

From that time, every living creature, 
every manifestation of the Infinite was 
haloed, to him, with the love of God. Across 
the continent from Spain to Asia Minor, he 
proclaimed the new gospel that al! things 
of nature were symbols of the attributes of 
Chritat.

Called the Black Dogge of New 
gate: a Booke That Contayneth 
Certaine Fearfulle Visions Ap 
pearing To The Author, Most Worthy To Be 
Noted: Profitable For All Readers To Take 
Heed By.” 
This was the title page of a pamphlet 
written in 1638 by Luke Hatton, a colleg: 
graduate, who had done a term in Newgate 
prison and who was destined to die on the 
Tyburn gallows 

The story he told of the Black Dog of New. 
gate was one that thousands of people had for 
vears belicved and which some few ignorant! 
folk of London believe to this day. Like 
many such yarns there was more than a grain 
of truth at the bottom of the mass of legends 
and rumors. 

A huge and bairy black dog for years had 
the run of Newgate prison, where he made 
friends with some of the wretched prisoners 
and was savagely vicious toward other: 
Queer stories sprang up about him; some 
true, some absurd. 

The first record of his appearance there 
was just after an atrocious crime had been 
committed within the prison walls. A so 
called magician was arrested on a charge of 
being in league with the devil; and was cast 
into Newgate. 

In that day many a harmless scholar or 
half-witted fanatic was accused of being u 
servant of Satan; on no evidence at all except 
the testimony of neighbors who imputed their 
ill luck to him. Such a supposed sorcerer 
‘Was at once imprisoned and was usually) 

-burned to death. 
~ This unfortunate fellow who was arrested 
was recognized by some of the other captives, 
who declared loudly that he was a magician 
and that he would work evil spells on them 
if they should allow him to live. Accordingly 
-a mob of them attacked him, in the prison 
’ yard, and literally tore him to pieces. 
-“* Apparently their own horrible deed terri 
fied some of the murderers into a hysterical 
excitement. As nig*t fell, one of them 
‘screamed out that he had just seen the slain 
“magician sail down into the prison yard, 
-.¥ilding on a broomstick. 
-7, His accomplices rushed to the yaxd to 
look. There they saw no broomstick-riding 
,Bhost. But in the middie of the yard stood 
<an enormous black dog. One of them de- 
«@eribed him later to the judges as having: 

“Curling black snakes for hair, eyes like 
storches——-his breath was poison and smoke 

“came from his nostrils. His mouth opened 
thrice and his tongue was a bell-clapper toll- 
-ing poor men to destruction.” 

More likely a big black dog had trotted 
into the yard, the reflection of the light mak- 
ing his eyes shine; and at sight of the men

The first feeble rays of the light fell upon 
the same great black dog; standing in front 
of them, silent and terrible... None of them 
was enough of a dogman, or used his brains 
enough to realize-that it was wholly in canine 
nature for the dog to follow them. 

He had strayed into Newgate. At once, a 
crowd of captives had rushed out into the 
night. Inquisitive, or longing for human 
companionship, the dog had run along behind 
them and had stopped when they stopped 
im the woods. It was 2, wholly natural action 
for any stray dog seeking a new master. 

But the convicts thought otherwise. - With 
vells of terror they fled once more at top 
speed; halting again in a huddled and trem- 
zling bunch when they were out of breath and 
could run no longer.

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Perfumed and Squeaky Butterflies. 

This is butterfiy time. The pageant of the 
flowers is fairly under way. 
flowers! It is difficult to think of one without 
the other. As I watch the butterflies fitting 
hither and yon I sometimes think of them as 
fiowers of the air. And reality is given to this 
fantasy by the discovery that some of them 
are wonderfully perfumed. The last one ] 
smelled of carried with it the delicate odor 
of sandalwood. The odor could not be de 
tected unless the butterfly was held imme 
diately under the nose, but then it was very 
perceptible. And I am assured by one who is 
something of an authority on butterflies that 
there are some which carry with them the 
odor of violets, others the sweet syringa, and 
still others equally sweet and delicate per 
fumes. Also, I was informed that some are 
quite as disagreeable in their choice of oder 
as these mentioned are pleasant. 


It was a little girl who drew my attention 
to perfumed butterflies. She had discovered 
that a butterfly she had caught was sweet 
scented and she wanted to know if it had 
obtained that scent from the flowers. This 
Was a natural inference, a seemingly logical] 
explanation. However, that butterfly was 
perfumed in its own right. It could not and. 
of course, did not possess for itself the per- 
fume of the flowers it had visited. This par- 
ticular butterfly was a fairly cqgmmon one, 
and I’ll venture to say that not’one person 
in a thousand who sees this species: fitting 
about is aware that it is delicately and sweet- 
ly perfumed. I suggest that when you have 
an opportunity to smell of a butterfly you 
do it. You will be often disappointed, but 
ultimately you may be rewarded. 

And there are butterfiles that squeak. They 
are not noisy exactly, but they nevertheless 
have an audible squeak. Most of these are 
of the tropics, but we have one familiar 
Northern butterfly that at times, especially 
early in the spring, faintly squeaks. It is the 
common mourning cloak, a butterfly which 
is familiar to most folk, though possibly not 
by name. This butterfly has the ability to 
live through the winter, and even in mid- 
winter when everything is covered with snow 
may occasionally be seen fitting about on a 
warm day. Its black wings, bordered with 
a light, straw-colored edge, makes it very 
easy to identify. 


Bald-Headed, but Not Bald. 


Recently in these columns I made reference 
to the fact that the bald eagle is not bald 
and that therefore the name is a misnomer. 
It has brought forth a protest from T. W. 
McNeil, of Dayton, Ohio, who, while agreeing 
in a sense that the name is a misnomer, says 
that the name is not the original name of the 
bird and that the use of the original name 
is correct and justified, this being “bald- 
headed eagle.’’ He says: ‘‘When this country 
was new, no One would have thought of say- 
ing bald eagle, and every one correctly said 
bald-headed eagle, for the original meaning 
of bald was white; we still speak of a bald- 
faced horse and in England they speak of a 
bald-faced stag. A bald eagle would be either 
a pure white eagle or one with a bare head, 
and our bald-headed eagle is neither.’ 

I am glad to make this correction. Unfor- 
tunately, however, bald-headed as applied to 
the eagle has gone out of use, and I find in 
most works on birds at the present time that 
common usage gives the preference to bald 
eagle. It is unfortunate, for in the minds 
of most folk the word ‘‘bald’’ means bare. 
So I still contend that this splendid feathered 
emblem of the nation is sadly misnamed,

All spring I have been swamped with let-

ters asking what kind of a bird house should 


be put out to attract house wrens. So great 
a favorite is this feathered mite that it some- 


times seems to me that the wren occuples 
first place in the hearts of many. Certain) 
the number of houses put out especially foi 
wrens would indicate this. And the funny 
part of it is that saucy, busy Jenny Wren is 
the most erratic little home builder I know 
of. I have known her with the assistance 
of her able spouse to fill up with trash a 
couple of perfectly good houses prepared 
especially for them and then build the nest 
in a laundry bag hanging beside a door. I! 
have known Jenny to ignore the houses pre 
pared for her and to build the nest in the 
sleeve of a coat which had been hung out to 
air. I have known her to nest in an old 
shoe thrown out on a dump. | have known 
her to build in the pocket of an apron hung 
beside a door in constant use. I have known 
her to build in a milk bottle. There is no 
accounting for Jenny’s tastes. 

If you happen to have wrens as tenants 
pray watch them. There is constantly in- 
creasing evidence that these beloved little 
feathered sprites are mischievous to a degree 
long unsuspected. They are accused, and 
there is much proof to back the accusation, 
of being most destructive to the eggs of other 
birds which may be nesting near. We want 
more evidence on this point. 


Spiders That Are Hunters, 


Mr. J. N. Podrasnik writes that last sum- 
mer in a sunny spot he noticed a _ spider 
which, for lack of scientific knowledge, he 
called a “hunting spider.’’ It would sit per- 
fectly still until a fly would alight near it. 


Very slowly it would creep “until within an 
inch or so of the fly, then gathering itself 
together it would suddenly pounce on its vic- 
tim. This spider had no web, but would hide 
and lie in wait. 

Hunting spider was a very good name, for 
this spider belongs to the family attidae, 
which includes the so-called jumping spiders. 
They build no web, but craftily stalk their 
prey after the manner of a cat. When near 
enough, they leap upon their victim just as 
@ cat pounces on a mouse. One of the com- 
monest of these hunting or jumping spiders 
is a small gray one with black markings, fre- 
quently seen on windows. Another common 
one is larger and is black with white mark- 
ings. The spider that builds a web {s:a trap- 
per. These described are hunters. 


The Can ny Sparrows. 


The English sparrow nuisance continually 
presents a problem to bird lovers who desire 
to get rid of the pests,*yet do not want to 
kill them. Here is a suggestion from Lewis 


T. Metcalf. He says: “One year ago! built a 


bird house with the bluebirds in mind. Early 
in the spring I placed it and the bluebirds 
came, liked it and prepared to take posses- 
sion. Before they were firmly established, 
English sparrows drove them away. Then | 
changed my bird house into a trap by placing 
a shutter so that it would close the hole when 
a string was pulled. This string led over to 
a window of my house.

A Naturalist'’s Question Boy. 


“Can people trap and hold wild birds at 
their will?” asks James A. Gresham. 

No. Even for banding birds, which are given 
their freedom as soon as the band is placed 
on the leg, one must have a permit from the 
Federal government and from the State. No 
real bird lover wants to keep our native wild 
birds in captivity. 

“One day in the winter my dog started a 
large goshawk in the woods and in a few mo 
ments my dog brought me a plump ruffed 
grouse or partridge that had just been 
Killed,’’ writes Delmar Howard, of Maine. 
“The bird had no marks on it,”’ continued Mr. 
Howard, and then asks how the hawk killed 
the grouse, 

Probably the hawk struck the grouse with 
such force that the latter was killed by the 
shock of the blow. ‘These birds fly with tre 
mendous speed. The dog frightened away 
the hawk before the latter had time to tear 
the grouse. 

Mr. H. A. Hoag asks if the green frog is 
supposed to be carnivorous, expressing his 
surprise when he saw one swallow another. 

Like most of their relatives, Mr. Hoag. 
green frogs are not only carnivorous; they 
are cannibalistic. Frogs of assorted sizes 
confined in a small space become rapidly re- 
duced in numbers until those remaining are 
of about equai size.

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Alpujarra Rugs from OJd Granada. 


During recent years there has been a 
growing appreciation of the products of Span- 
ish Arabian art and among them there is 
none more beautiful than the Alpujarra rugs. 
The intermiugling of two races so different 
in life, customs, religion and civilization as 
the Spaniards and Moors could not fail to 
have remarkable results in their arts and 
crafts, and in addition the Italian Gothic in- 
fluence found its way across the barrier of 
the Pyrenees and set its indelibje mark of 
beauty. 

The Alpujarra rugs are the creation and 
expression of simple, joy-loving dwellers in 
a land of warm color and bright sunshine. 
The name Alpujarra comes from a Moorish 
word meaning “‘the grass land”’ and the Alpu- 
jarra district in the province of Granada is 
one of the most fertile and beautiful in Spain. 

The rugs have a rather rough, pebbly sur 
face formed by raised loops of wool some 
what similar to our own hooked rugs, but in 
stead of the loops being hooked through bur. 
lap the whole rug is woven-——warp, weft and 
loops—at the same time on a hand loom. 
The back of the rug shows a flat weave of 
native hemp. Usually the weave is rather 
coarse, having from nine to sixteen loops to 
the square inch, although there are some in 
They vary in size from three 


-but the larger ones are made by sewing strips 
together and edging the rug with fringe 
which js made separately and sewed on,

The designs are very simple. lives 
the people who weave them, Zeo 
inetrical and interlacing patterns the 
Moors alternate with representations of the 
things the weavers know and love. Flowers 
in jars or vases—-queer little dogs and stiff 
little birds——-the pointed, geometrical figure 
thet tells of Southern nights full of stars 
and the borders of grapes and leaves which 
speak of their fertile, wine-making land. 
Sometimes the weaver used the initials or 
symbol of his family or lord and occasionally 
a full name is placed near the edge. 

In color the Alpujarra is as simple and 
direct as in design. . Many of them are in two 
colors only-——deep blue and an almost white. 
Red and black is another of their favorite 
combinations. Others show from three to six 
colors—-blue, red, white, yellow and green 
being the most used. 

The date of the earliest Alpujarra rugs 1s 
uot definitely known, but it is certain that 
when in 1492, Boabdil, surrounded by 50 
horsemen, surrendered the keys of Granada to 
Isabella and Ferdinand of Spain, the peasants 
looms held Alpujarra rugs. 

in Granada today, in the shadow of the Al 
hambra, is a Moorish palace wherein women 
und girls weave Alpujarra rugs in the same 
designs, in the same colors and op the saine 
hand-looms as those used in Boabdil’s day.

It is 
a fashion that makes for health and longevity, 
if the rules of the game are observed. Weight 
reduction by salves, drugs and nostrums 
hawked about in the drug stores is not in the 
interest of good health, but is fraught with 
heavy risk of #ujury, and is, in fact, usually 
futile. Weight reduction by sane exercise 
and a sane regulation of diet is, in the average 
case, easy and brings With it added health 
and length of days. 

It was long ago demonstrated that people 
of average weight, according to the life in- 
suranee tables, do not show the most favor- 
able death rate. This is found at age 35 and 
later. among people considerably below the 
average weight. At middle life there is ap 
proximately an extra death rate of 1 per cent 
for every pound of excess weight; that is, 
people 50 pounds above the average weight in 
the age period between 45 and 49 show an 
extra death rate above the average of 60 per 
cent. This ratio increases with the increase 
in weight, 50 that people 90 pounds over- 
‘weight have av extra mortality of 120 per 
cent. 

The average weight is no more the best 
weight than is the average blood pressure the 
best blood pressure.’ People with blood pres- 
sure somewhat below the average, other 
‘things being equal, show the lowest death

Exercise for the average civilized person is 
a comparatively minor factor in weight reduc- 
tion. Overstrenuous gymnasium work fo 
the middle-aged, fat person is positively dan 
erous. . Walking and hill climbing and set- 
ting-up exercises should be practiced, accord 
ing to the condition of the individual; but 
the main reliance for weight reduction must 
be on diet regulation. It is also highly im- 
portant, as the weight comes down, to in- 
crease the exercise and, in mapy cases, to 
wear a well-fitted abdominal belt to take 
away the feeling of ‘‘goneness,’’ which is 
sometimes a depressing factor in weight re- 
duction. 

The gain iv weight with advancing years, 
that is characteristic of the average individ- 
ual, is nat a physiological adjustment but a 
pathological condition, as the mortality rate 
shows. It is simply oné of many conditions 
that come about with advancing age. It must 
be regarded as in the nature of disease rather 
than justly due to the passage of time. The 
more successful we are in meeting these con- 
ditions and holding them back and maintain 
ing the standards of youth, the better off we 
shall all be, not only as to length of days but 
as to vigor and the capacity to enjoy life.

Bad Roads per Your Tires. 


HHow much do poor roads add to tire cost” 

An answer has just been given by Prof. S 
S. Steinberg, of the National Research coun 
cil’s highway research board, through a 
series of tests in which an automobile was 
driven over different types of roads. 

It was found, says Popular Science Monthly, 
that concrete or brick roads caused the least 
tire wear, the loss in weight of each tire being 
about one ounce for a 600-mile run. The 
wear caused by gravel roads was from two 
to seven times as great, while that on 
macadam was from ten to fifty times. The 
tests also proved that the wear on front tires 
is from 50 to 75 per cent less than on rear 
tires.
